What- 
ever be the capltal,-it pays six per cent, 
and the stocks sell-in the neighborhood 
of par. 
The men considered in' the oi. 


regions to be the master spirits of this 
company are'' both' very ypring, Mr. 
Rockafeller and Mr: Archibald^ the lat- 
ter is hardly thicty'years of age. 
He fc 


tho son of a Methodist preacher.in the 
oil regions, and^ devejoped ^a 'eenhis for 
commerce' and executive wprK when a 
mere lad in a coun&y bank, and his em- 
ployer gave him the'capital to start aa 
oil refinery.

Pearson \vas 
cashier of the New York Central Railroad, 
a position he has heldtortwenty-s.xvcars 
—ever since the road was started, lie 
came here from Albany, lie has been 
very quarrelsome lor the last few weeks 
lie drank hard, and was suspended by the 
railroad company, but last week his 
filends secured his icinstatement 
Pear- 


son was proud and refused to return to 
work. His friends contemplated sending 
him to an asylum for the insane.

THE SfittJOHBR LKOTUBB. 


A Large Audience Greets the 


Plymouth Paetor—A Descrip- 


tive Ohat. 


An audience of magnificent size numer- 


ically filled the opera house last night to 
hear the lecture on "A Circuit of the 
Continent" delivered by the renowned 
Plymouth Church pastor, the Ber. Henry 
Ward Beeoher.now in the 71st year of his 
ago. 
Tbe lecturer was gracefully pre- 


sented to the intelligent audience by Dr. 
Josiah Brown, and the talk began at 8:15, 
closing at 10 o'clock. At the appearance 
of the aged divine on the dimly lit stage, 
there was a slight ripple of applause, which 
ceased as soon as he commenced talking 
in a plain conversational style. Mr. 
Beecher, who has a congregation of 2700 
members at Plymouth Church, and has 
long boon the most popular and most 
widely quoted of Protestant ministers, is a 
man of medium height, pprtly form, large, 
smooth, ruddy face, high forehead, and 
white hair worn long. His eyes are large 
and penetrating, and his manner is that 
of a dignified gentleman. 


The lecture was entirely of a descrip- 


tive character. It was interspersed with 
many pleasantries which the audience 
was quick to appreciate. The talk was 
an interesting presentation of observa- 
tions made by Mr. Beecher on the occa- 
sion of his trip of 18,600 miles across the 
continent, starting from Duluth, going 
uTor the Northern Pacific Railway to 
Washington Territory, thence by steamer 
to San Francisco; through California; 
thence to Salt Lake, through Colorado, 
east to Kansas City, through the Indian 
Territory to Texas, New Orleans, other 
points in the South, and home again. 
A greater part of the talk was given up to 
a faithful description of the great North- 
west, of its vast resources, 
of what 


tue Great 
Northern 
Pacific 
Rail- 


road had done and would 
do for 


the new country, and of the Brand 
possibilities of the new country and its 
sturdy people. He eulogized Jay Cooke, 
the projector of the gigantic enterprise of 
building the Northern Pacific, who lived 
before his time, and spoke highly of 
Henry Yillard, who finished the work. 
Mr. Beecher, who' has a eon engaged in 
business ut Seattle, in Washington Terri- 
tory, pronounced that territory the Italy 
of tho United States, a land most inviting 
to those wishing to attain wealth by 
steady work. There is DO room in any 
part of the new country for idlers. All 
are workers, sturdy pioneers, and the 
returns are great in health and wealth- 
He would have homoB established through- 
out the northwest, and they are springing 
up lapidly, for the family homes are 
Gods greatest schools, and cannot be 
shaken or superceded. 


Passing from California to Utah, thence 


through Colorado and Indian territory to 
Texas, Mr. Beeoher dwelt at some length 
on his receptions throughout the south, 
which were 
uniformly enthusiastic,— 


though before the war and during the 
struggle he with Wendell Phillips had 
lifted up his voice against the curse of 
slavery. He feared going south, but he 
was gratified and pleased to note that a 
change had taken place_in the feelings of 
the people whose institution be had de- 
nounced so often. Large audience* greet- 
ed him everywhere. Here the speaker 
alluded to the alleged changed condition 
of social, business and political alfairs in 
the south as he had observed them, and 
as they had been represented to him. Ho 
said that the people had gone to work 
and were growing prosperous; that the 
people had given up their bitterness and 
were coming to be united and harmoni- 
ous for the common good of the country; 
but he neglected to explain, if such 
unity really exists, why it is that the 
"solid south" always goes Democratic. 
Probably 
ho 
did 
not 
make 
his 


tour through the south during election 
times. If he had perhaps some of his 
assertions about the united people would 
have been modified to some extent. Mr. 
Beecher believes in honest work every- 
where and he thinks that northern people 
who are slowly drifting south will infuse 
new life into the southern states and 
make them prosperous by properly devel- 
oping that section of the United States. 


Inclosing his ,recital Mr. Beecher re- 


turned to Utah, and briefly outlined the 
moral condition of the Mormon people, 
who now number 250,000. The Mormons 
Bi e easily managed for they are uniformly 
ignorant, and believe implicitly in the 
doctrine of the church, which is that the 
elders have direct revelations from God, 
who communicate the same to their pec- 
ple. The Mormons pride themselves on 
their morality.and point to the alleged fact 
that only the Gentiles in Utah are immoral 
and sinful. Mr. Beeoher held that polyg- 
amy would die out of itself in time. He 
stated furthermore that the way to kill 
Mormomsm is by educating the deluded 
and ignorant. Send missionaries into 
Utah, educate the mosses, and the Mor- 
mon structure will surely fall. First do 
missionary work in the United States; ed- 
ucate tbe Indians; teach them to become 
farmers, abolish the reservation svntem, 
make tho Indians work, educate the peo- 
ple, fipeud your contributions in mission- 
ary work at home, and then tackle China. 
Tho educational plan cannot but prove 
satisfactory. It will do away with many 
evils that now exist. 


The concluding remarks of Mr. Beecher 


wero very tender and impressive. He 
predicted that all tho evils that now exist 
and threaten the country must pass away. 
New questions will come up. 
There are 


new p'-oblerna to solve. We must meet 
them, and we must be prepared for tbe 
great questions. 


The audience v>as very attentive, and 


but few left the hall disappointed. Tbe 
interesting address, which included a vast 
amount of general information, was well 
arranged aud presented in an entertaining 
manner. 


Mr. Beecher will lecture at Danville to- 


night, and will spend Sunday in Chicago. 


Deatn of Brown. 


Edward Brown, aged 22, who has been 


ill with small-pox ia the old mad house 
at the poor farm, diod last night, and this 
morning Steward Magee came to Decatur 
and got a coffin for the interment of the 
body on the poor farm. Tbe deceased's 
folks live at Lafayotte, Ind. He was a 
railroad man, and a stranger in this sec- 
tion; but he received the best of atten- 
tion, and was nursed by a pauper who 
had had the disease. The case was quick- 
ly taken in hand and was handled so 
there wonld be no spread of the disease. 
The mad house will be properly disin- 
fected and the pauper attendant's cloth- 
ing will be burned.

A New Wrinkle. 


Mayor Chambers, Chief Wayre and 


others are favorably taken with a new way 
of handling hose at fires. Instead of using 
a two wheeled cart, it is proposed that 
the department use wagons with a good 
wide bed, in which the hose may be laid 
lengthwise, so that when a fire breakn 
out, these wagons with the hose all ready 
for use can be quickly drawn by horses 
to the scene and pulled off the wagon as 
it dashes ahead beyond the fire plug. This 
plan is preferred becaupe it will do away 
with twisting on reels and also because 
suitable wagons can be made at almost 
bait the expense of hose carts.
